Associated Press reporter met tbc cap- 
tain of the 111 fated steamer on the for 
ward deck.

When the cro»'d slinped off the land- 


Ing stage the people around, numbering 
some hundreds, crowded to the aides of 
tbc wharves and threw sticks and hoards 
lo tbc straggling mass in Ibe water, 
while a number of life preserver* were 
thrown them from Ibr steamer. Many 
people were struck and injured by lly 
ing boards, and atl the bodies recovered 
bear cut* and bruises.
